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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  citizens  of  FairJiaven: 

During  the  past  year  a few  changes  have  necessarily 
occurred  among  the  teachers  of  the  schools.  In  the  con- 
dition and  progress  of  the  schools  there  is  nothing  espec- 
ially noticeable  to  be  remarked.  Some  of  the  schools  we 
deem  excellent,  others  very  good,  and  none  decidedly 
bad.  It  would  be  pleasant  to  indicate  some  as  worthy  of 
special  commendation,  but  to  do  this  might  needlessly 
wound  the  feelings  of  those  teachers  whose  schools  were 
passed  by  without  mention  ; and  we  prefer  to  summarize 
as  we  have  done,  with  the  additional  remark  that  the  com- 
mittee believe  the  corps  of  teachers  employed  the  past 
year  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  any  preceding 
year  within  their  knowledge  ; that  in  literary  qualifications 
they  are  competent,  and  their  faithfulness  and  efficiency 
is  attested  by  the  progress  their  pupils  have  made  in  their 
studies.  If  some  fault  may  justly  be  found,  there  is  very 
much  to  commend.  The  past  school  year  has  been  an 
exceptional  one.  It  has  been  unavoidably  shortened  a 
month,  by  the  vote  of  the  town,  which  has  placed  the 
annual  town  meeting  a month  earlier  in  the  calendar  than 
has  been  the  custom  heretofore.  The  term  of  school  has 
been  further  abridged  by  the  application  of  a part  of  the 
money  voted  to  be  raised  for  the  support  of  schools,  to 
the  payment  of  all  incidental  expenses  in  any  way  con- 
nected with  the  schools,  such  as  shingling  school-houses, 
purchasing  articles  of  school  furniture,  and  buying  new 
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stoves,  including  one  for  the  new  school-house  in  Naska- 
tucket. 

It  has  been  the  custom,  until  the  last  two  years,  to  use 
the  money  raised  for  the  support  of  schools  exclusively  in 
payment  of  teachers’  wages,  and  for  fuel  and  care  of 
school-houses,  all  incidental  school  expenses  being  paid 
from  the  sum  raised  annually  for  the  general  incidental 
expenses  of  the  town.  Had  the  usual  course  been  fol- 
lowed this  year  and  the  last,  the  schools  could  have  been 
continued  in  session  a week  or  two  longer.  We  ask  at- 
tention to  this  matter,  and  would  respectfully  suggest  that 
a much  larger  sum  will  be  needed  for  the  support  of 
schools  the  ensuing  year  than  has  been  raised,  unless  the 
town  limit  the  expenditure  of  the  money  raised  to  the 
payment  of  teachers’  wages,  care  and  fuel,  and  direct  that 
all  incidentals  be  met  by  draft  on  the  sum  voted  for  gen- 
eral incidental  expenses  of  the  town.  We  believe  the 
latter  plan  most  desirable,  as  many  charges  must  arise  in 
the  course  of  the  year,  which  cannot  be  foreseen  and  pro- 
vided for,  which  will  make  it  uncertain  just  how  much  the 
committee  may  have  to  expend  after  the  incidental  charges 
are  paid. 

In  another  respect  the  past  year  has  been  exceptional. 
The  school  registers  indicate  great  irregularity  in  attend- 
ance. This  is  largely  due  to  the  prevalence  of  an  epi- 
demic among  the  children  of  many  of  the  schools  during 
the  Winter  term,  whereby  the  percentage  of  attendance 
in  some  of  the  schools  has  been  reduced  nearly  one  half. 
But  after  due  allowance  for  unavoidable  detention,  the 
rate  of  absence  is  very  large,  for  which  there  is  no  rea- 
sonable excuse.  How  can  this  be  prevented  ? The  teach- 
ers cannot  do  it  alone.  They  need  the  moral  support  of 
the  community,  and  especially  the  aid  of  the  parents, 
whose  cooperation  is  too  often  feeble  or  wanting  altogether. 

To  a certain  extent,  the  state  makes  the  education  of  all 
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her  children  compulsory,  and  provides  agencies  for  effect- 
ing her  purpose  ; and  from  this  seeming  interference,  with- 
out doubt,  many  parents  fall  into  a thougtless  indifference 
and  lose  sight  of  their  own  responsibility.  The  children 
of  such  parents,  who  may  be  naturally  impatient  of  re- 
straint and  disinclined  to  study,  looking  on  their  compul- 
sory attendance  at  school  as  an  arbitrary  hardship  and 
their  lessons  an  irksome  task,  find  excuse  for  frequent 
absences,  and  the  irregularity  passing  without  parental 
notice  or  correction,  finally  disappear  from  the  school  al- 
together, drift  into  the  world  without  education,  without 
qualification  for  the  duties  of  a citizen,  and  poorly  fitted 
for  the  humblest  station  in  life. 

In  this  connection  the  committee  refer  to  their  action 
two  years  ago,  when  the  marking  system  was  dispensed 
with  as  the  criterion  by  which  pupils  should  be  advanced 
with  their  classes.  The  reason  which  led  to  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  system  is  two-fold.  First,  we  have  almost 
uniformly  found  that  to  degrade  a scholar  (for  so  he  deems 
it)  from  his  class,  has  been  to  turn  him  out  of  school. 
He  may  have  been  faithful  and  industrious,  punctual  in 
attendance,  and  made  the  best  use  of  his  time  and  abilities 
possible,  to  find  his  reward  only  in  discouragement  and 
degradation.  Often  and  naturally  the  parents  sympathize 
with  him,  and  approve  his  decision  to  seek  some  less  dis- 
heartening if  not  more  congenial  occupation. 

In  the  second  place,  a perfectly  committed  lesson  is  not 
always  evidence  of  the  greater  studiousness  or  the  best 
scholarship.  Some  children  have  minds  so  constituted 
that  to  hear  a discourse  or  read  a page  is  to  retain  them 
verbatim ; while  others  must  spend  hours  in  patient  toil 
in  imperfectly  acquiring  the  same.  In  the  one  case  mem- 
ory seems  an  endowment  closely  allied  with  the  senses, 
and  the  retention  of  words  scarcely  more  than  the  regis- 
tration of  sensuous  impressions ; whereas  in  the  other, 


memory  is  this,  less  perfectly  developed,  but  combined 
with  the  habit  of  associating  ideas,  a much  higher  and 
truly  intellectual  process.  Which  is  most  truly  the  stu- 
dent is  not  difficult  to  decide,  but  which  would  stand 
higher  on  the  merit  roll  of  the  register  is  not  so  certain. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  committee,  and  each  member  of 
the  community,  to  aid  in  bringing  every  child  into  the 
school.  No  barrier  should  be  raised  against  their  admis- 
sion, no  hindrances  or  discouragements  tolerated,  which 
may  in  any  manner  tend  to  exclude  them  after  admission. 
The  teacher  should  be  able  to  offer  a nobler  incentive  to 
the  ambition  of  his  more  gifted  pupils  than  the  monthly 
reading  from  the  register  of  a high  percentage,  accompa- 
nied with  corresponding  change  of  seats  in  the  school- 
room, and  better  encouragement  to  the  less  brilliant  than 
low  marks  and  prospective  degradation  from  his  class. 

How  much,  and  just  what  the  pupil  in  school  should  be 
required  to  commit  to  memory  it  would  be  impossible  to 
indicate.  Memory  is  the  receptacle  of  impressions  pre- 
sented by  the  senses  or  facts  gained  by  perception  and 
experience ; it  is  the  storehouse  in  which  are  laid  away 
the  implements  for  mental  work.  Of  all  the  faculties  of 
the  mind,  memory  comes  earliest  into  exercise,  scarcely 
remaining  dormant  from  the  first  hours  of  conscious  ex- 
istence, and  is  most  active  and  susceptible  of  improvement 
(and  may  we  not  say  of  injuries?)  during  childhood  and 
youth.  Doubtless  it  may  be  impaired  and  weakened  by 
overwork,  and  in  imposing  tasks  for  the  memory  we 
should  not  forget  the  limited  measure  of  the  child’s  ca- 
pacity for  endurance.  If  his  muscular  system  grows 
weary’  from  exercise  sooner  than  the  man  of  mature 
growth,  his  delicate  nervous  system  is  much  more  suscep- 
tible to  the  injurious  efi:ects  of  overwork. 

As  already  stated,  it  would  be  difficult  lo  say  just  what 
should  bo  committed  to  memory  of  the  lessons  of  the 


school.  All  the  axioms  of  a science,  cletlnitions,  and  prin- 
ciples and  rules  for  their  application  should  be  required  to 
be  indelibly  fastened  in  the  mind  ; but  these  are  acquired 
by  frequent  repetition  and  use,  and  not  by  a prolonged, 
tedious  and  arbritrary  effort  of  the  memory. 

In  the  pursuit  of  any  science,  one  may  find  himself  in 
advance,  somewhat,  of  his  comprehension  of  the  rules  and 
principles  which  have  guided  him  to  his  position,  but  by 
their  continued  repetition  the  rules  are  lastingly  impressed 
on  the  memory,  and  by  the  repeated  application  of  prin- 
ciples their  comprehension  is  made  clear. 

Naturally  the  High  school  is  the  subject  of  much  inter- 
est to  the  community,  and  has  always  been  a goal  of  am- 
bition for  the  more  advanced  scholars  in  the  schools  of 
lower  grade.  But  as  long  as  the  present  management  of 
the  school  continues,  it  will  fail  to  meet  the  expectations 
of  the  community,  and  cannot  be  raised  much  above  the 
grade  of  a Grammar  school.  The  committee  respectfully 
suggest  its  reorganization  on  a basis  something  like  this  : 
Dispense  with  the  assistant  teacher,  raise  the  standard  for 
admission  of  pupils,  and  make  the  course  of  study  partly 
regular,  partly  optional.  The  reguhir  course  for  those 
whose  determination  to  graduate  is  settled ; the  optional 
course  for  those  whose  time  is  limited,  but  who  desire  a 
more  thorough  preparation  for  their  chosen  occupation 
than  is  obtainable  in  the  schools  of  lower  grade.  Pupils 
for  whom  a still  higher  or  collegiate  training  is  designed, 
to  be  admitted  as  soon  as  they  are  qualified  to  commence 
the  study  of  the  Latin  grammar;  such  pupils  in  other 
studies  to  be  classified  according  to  their  qualifications. 
Such  a plan  would  make  the  school  more  truly  a High 
school,  fewer  would  be  admitted  whose  proper  place  is  in 
the  Grammar  school,  and  who  find  in  the  severer  require- 
ments of  the  High  school  discouragement  too  often  end- 
ing in  abandonment  of  school  altogether.  Such  a plan 


would  also  be  attended  with  less  expense  than  the  present, 
and  by  it  the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of  the  school  would 
be  increased. 

In  the  course  of  the  last  Winter  term,  in  consequence 
of  the  crowded  condition  of  the  school  in  Oxford  Village, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  transfer  the  most  advanced  class 
to  the  Centre  Street  Grammar  school.  The  committee 
made  the  transfer  reluctantly,  knowing  the  change  might 
possibly  be  attended  with  some  inconvenience  to  the  schol- 
ars and  their  parents.  We  trust  the  advantages  to  all 
concerned  may  have  been  such  as  to  compensate  for  the 
inconveniences  of  the  change.
